It  is  quite  apparent  that  some  of  the  Chapters,  which  pub- 
lish a  house  organ  from  time  to  time  chiefly  to  interest  the 
Alumni,  have  overlooked  sending  copies  to  each  member  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  to  the  District  Deputy  in  the  dis- 
trict, and  to  each  of  the  sister  Chapters.  This  means  a  small 
extra  expense  to  the  Chapter  getting  out  the  periodical,  but 
think  of  the  publicity  for  the  Chapter  and  the  general  good 
for  the  whole  Fraternity.

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KIFFIN    YATES    ROCKWELL 
W.   M.   Tuck 

The  accompanying  tablet  was  erected  by  Virginia  Epsilon 
Chapter  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  in  June,  1920,  in  memory  of 
Kiffen   Yates    Rockwell. 

His  war  record  is  familiar  to  most  Americans. 

Brother  Rockwell  was  born  at  Newport,  Tenn.,  September 
20,  1892.  He  came  to  Washington  and  Lee  University,  where 
he  was  initiated  into  the  Virginia  Epsilon  Chapter  in  Sep- 
tember of  that  year.  After  two  years'  study  at  Washington 
and  Lee,  he  went  to  Atlanta,  Ga.,  and  engaged  in  the  ad- 
vertising business.  At  the  outbreak  of  the  World  War,  Kiffen 
and  his  brother,  Paul,  left  for  Prance  and  enlisted  in  the 
French  army.  They  served  in  the  trenches  until  the  winter 
of  1915,  when  Paul  was  wounded,  necessitating  his  retire- 
ment from  the  army.  Kiffen  then  transfered  to  the  French 
flying  corps.  His  fame  in  that  branch  is  too  well  known  to 
dwell  upon.  He  was  killed  in  an  aerial  combat  over  Rodern, 
Alsace,   September   23,    1  01  f). 
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EXPANSION 

Donald   English 

In  the  March,  1920,  issue  of  the  Journal  there  appeared 
an  editorial  on  the  subject  of  "Expansion"  from  which  any 
reader  could  draw  the  conclusion  that  we  have  allowed  this 
important  Fraternity  question  to  become  a  question  on  which 
the  stand  of  any  Chapter  depends  primarily  on  its  geographi- 
cal location.  The  purpose  of  this  article,  in  which  it  is 
assumed  that  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  will  continue  to  add  to  her 
Chapter  roll,  is  to  present  the  general  aspects  of  the  problem 
in  such  a  way  that  the  Chapters  may  all  meet  on  common 
grounds. 

Three  questions  occur  whenever  a  petition  is  received: 

1.  What  is  the  standing  of  the  institution  in  which  the 
petitioning  local  is  organized? 

2.  What  is  the  strength  of   the  local? 

3.  What  will  be  the  effect  of  granting  the  charter: 

(a)  On  the  Chapters  in  the  district? 

(b)  On  the  Fraternity  as   a  whole? 

The  answers  given  to  these  questions  by  the  several  Chap- 
ters will,  of  course,  differ,  but  if  these  are  the  questions  that 
are  kept  in  mind  when  a  Chapter  is  taking  action  on  a  pe- 
tition, it  will  hardly  be  possible  to  state  that  its  action  on  a 
petition   has   been   the   result   of  its   geographical   location. 

Few,  if  any,  of  our  present  Chapters  would  vote  to  estab- 
lish a  Chapter  in  every  institution  which  may  be  called  a 
college  or  a  university.  That  this  is  true  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  there  are  many  kinds  of  institutions  of  higher  learning, 
and  that  there  are  several  grades  of  each  kind.  As  each 
Chapter  will  measure  the  grade  to  which  any  institution  be- 
longs in  terms  of  the  college  in  which  it  is  located,  and  as 
a  report  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Education  shows  that 
we  now  have  Chapters  in  institutions  of  several  grades.  It 
follows  that  any  institution  may  be  ranked  higher  by  some 
Chapters  than  by  others.  It  is  possible,  however,  that  all 
Chapters,  after  an  exchange  of  views  and  a  study  of  all  the 
information  available,  would  rank  an  institution  as  belonging 
to  the  first  class.  The  institution  would  then  be  worthy  of  a 
charter.  It  might  also  be  worthy  even  if  it  was  not  given 
the  highest  ranking,  for  the  final  action  of  any  Chapter  must 
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be  based  on  a  careful  weighing  of  its  answers  to  all  the  ques- 
tions and  not  on  its  answer  to  this  question  only.  In  a 
recent  Chapter  discussion  of  a  petition  tlie  very  favorable 
reports  on  the  high  standing  of  the  institution  were  empha- 
sized by  several  of  the  active  members  who  had  sought  Fac- 
ulty opinion  on  the  question,  and  it  was  pointed  out  that 
this  fact  must  be  looked  upon  as  an  effect  to  less  favorable 
answers  to  some  of  the  other  questions. 

What  is  the  strength  of  the  local?  At  most  institutions 
it  requires  several  years  for  a  local  to  establish  itself  finan- 
cially and  to  put  itself  in  a  position  to  really  compete  with 
existing  locals  and  with  Chapters  of  National  Fraternities 
already  chartered.  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  recently  received  a 
petition  from  a  local  organized  less  than  six  months,  of  which 
three  were  included  in  the  summer  vacation,  and  yet  oppo- 
sition to  the  granting  of  such  a  petition  is  considered  un- 
founded! 

It  is  usually  easy  to  learn  about  the  financial  position  of 
an  existing  local  from  informed  sources.  It  is  more  difficult, 
but  not  impossible,  to  discover  the  success  wihch  a  local  has 
had  in  getting  representative  men.  The  activities  of  all  the 
petitioners  are  set  out  in  detail  in  the  petition,  which  should, 
include  a  similar  statement  about  each  alumnus  who  has 
signified  his  intention  to  continue  his  affiliation  if  the  pe- 
tition should  be  granted,  but  a  careful  study  of  such  state- 
ments should  be  only  the  beginning  of  the  investigation  of 
the  standing  of  the  local.  Visits  by  active  members  from 
near-by  Chapters  and  by  Alumni  will  bring  out  both  the  strong 
and  weak  points.  Thoughtful  and  frequent  discussion  of  the 
conditions  found  will  make  it  possible  to  arrive  at  a  sound 
conclusion.  We  seem  to  be  always  in  a  hurry  to  add  another 
Chapter,  and  the  Chapters  are  expected  to  act  on  the  basis 
of  general  letters  of  recommendation  which  really  have  little 
value.  Confidential  reports  should  be  sent  out.  Surely  there 
is  complete  justification  for  taking  all  the  time  necessary  to 
reach  a  conclusion,  as  our  growth  depends  upon  our  ability 
to  make  our  existing  Chapters  a  little  stronger  each  year 
rather  than  upon  the  granting  of  a  charter  to  any  local. 

The  interest  of  even  a  small  group  of  Alumni  is  a  source 
of  strength  to  any  Chapter,  but  an  Alumni  organization  can 
only  be  built  up  slowly,  wTiich  is  another  reason  why  most 
locals   should   not   be   given   charters   shortly   after   their   or- 
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ganization.  Occasionally  a  local  is  established  by  the  efforts 
of  an  organization  of  Alumni  of  other  Chapters,  and  in  such 
cases  a  charter  may  be  granted,  if  other  conditions  are  favor- 
able, sooner  than  is  usually  possible,  as  such  Alumni  interest 
will  insure  the  support  which  must  ordinarily  be  asked  from 
the  Alumni  body  of  the  petitioning  organization. 

Any  Chapter  ought  to  be  made  stronger  by  being  asso- 
ciated with  other  Chapters.  At  present  some  of  our  Chap- 
ters are  isolated,  and  an  effort  should  be  made  to  remedy 
this  situation.  It  must  not  be  forgotten,  however,  that  the 
granting  of  a  cTiarter  to  a  weak  local  or  to  a  local  situated 
in  a  third  or  fourth  grade  institution  may  weaken  and  not 
strengthen  the  surrounding  Chapters,  and  that  it  may  prevent 
the  subsequent  establishment  of  a  Chapter  in  an  institution 
of  the   first  grade. 

It  has  been  said  that  a  Chapter  sometimes  opposes  the 
granting  of  a  charter  to  a  local  in  a  more  important  insti- 
tution in  the  same  State  because  the  students  at  the  latter 
institution  may  not  have  a  good  opinion  of  the  institution 
in  which  a  Chapter  has  been  already  established.  Difficulties 
of  this  kind  are  avoided  if  great  care  is  taken  to  investigate 
the  standing  of  the  institution  in  which  the  petitioning  local 
is  established  as  students  in  the  best  colleges  or  universities 
can  never  feel  that  the  prestige  of  their  Chapter  is  affected 
by  the  granting  of  a  charter  in  any  other  first-class  institution. 
No  Fraternity  wants  to  put  any  obstacle  in  its  way  which 
will  make  difficult  the  granting  of  a  charter  in  any  first  grade 
institution.  It  is  also  true  that  a  Chapter  may  oppose  the 
granting  of  a  charter  to  a  local  situated  in  an  institution 
which  is  not  in  as  high  a  grade  as  its  own,  and  that  such 
action  is  at  times  unwise,  but  it  can  hardly  be  claimed  that 
this  is  ever  as  serious  as  opposition  to  a  petition  based  on 
the  superiority  of  the  institution  from  which  the  petition  is 
received. 

Substantial  agreement  in  the  answers  to  the  three  ques- 
tions, with  which  this  discussion  has  been  concerned,  would 
not  always  result  in  all  Chapters  taking  the  same  action,  nor 
would  considerable  disagreement  make  it  impossible  for  all 
Chapters  to  reach  the  same  conclusion.  Mutual  understand- 
ing and  a  common  basis  for  the  interchange  of  views  on  the 
question  of  expansion  would  be  established,  however,  and  a 
feeling  of  national  solidarity  would  result. 
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WISCONSIN    BETA    INSTALLATION

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TWELFTH    INTERFRATERNITY    CONFERENCE. 
William  L.  Phillips 

With  forty-six  Fraternities  represented,  the  twelfth  Inter- 
fraternity  Conference  met  as  usual  at  the  University  Club, 
New  York  City.  Delegates  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  were:  Grand 
Secretary,  W.  L.  Phillips;  W.  H.  Mayer,  Secretary  of  the  New 
York  City  Alumni,  and  L.  A.  Merryman,  of  District  of  Co- 
lumbia Alpha. 

Many  interesting  reports  were  read  by  committees  that  had 
given  their  work  careful  attention.  Several  universities  were 
represented  by  their  presidents  or  deans,  and  much  was 
gained  by  the  delegates  from  their  talks. 

The  last  two  Conferences  have  been  conducted  differently 
from  the  first  ten  when  subjects  were  introduced,  or  brought 
before  the  delegates,  by  a  report  of  a  committee  that  had 
given  some  study  to  questions,  which  the  delegates  were  then 
given  an  opportunity  to  discuss.  On  account  of  the  increase 
of  the  subjects  and  the  amount  of  data  secured  by  commit- 
tees, little  or  no  discussion  was  given  to  any  one   report. 

The  Conference  listened  to  very  interestinig  papers  on 
Social  Hygiene;  Conditions  at  Stanford  University;  Fraternity 
Jewelry;  Fraternity  House  Business  Management;  Theta  Nu 
Epsilon;    Student  Self-Government;   and  R.  O.  T.  C. 

Among  the  important  points  brought  out  by  the  Conference 
were: 

That  in  some  institutions  Chapters  of  Jewish  Fraternities 
are  not  admitted  into  Interfraternity  Councils. 

That  some  Fraternities  represented  in  the  Conference  still 
persist  in  maintaining  Sub-Rosa  Chapters. 

That  only  a  few  so-called  Fraternity  jewelers  manufacture 
the   badges  they  sell. 

That  Fraternity  Conventions  interfere  with  college  work 
unless  held  during  the  summer  or  Christmas  holidays. 

That  there  will  be  legislative  action  against  Fraternities 
in  Texas  and  Wisconsin  is  very  probable. 
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Fraternity    Secretaries 

On  the  evening  before  the  Conference  the  Secretaries  held 
a  meeting  at  the  Phi  Gamma  Delta  Club,  which  was  ably 
taken  care  of  by  Mr.  Philip  E.  Lyon,  of  Phi  Gamma  Delta. 
Every  person  present  was  heard,  and  the  minutes  of  the  meet- 
ing were  read  the  next  day  at  the  Conference  and  made  a 
part  of  the  minutes  of  that  body.  As  this  was  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  Secretaries,  most  of  the  evening  was  spent  in  get- 
ting acquainted  and  weighing  the  significance  of  the  meeting. 

The  Secretaries'  Conferences  are  to  be  subject  to  that  of 
the  Interfraternity  Conference,  and  will  no  doubt  be  of  much 
benefit,  affording  an  opportunity  to  discuss  the  personal  ex- 
periences of  traveling  Secretaries  with  the  Chapter. 


The  Editors'  Dinner 

On  Saturday  night  following  the  Conference,  the  Editors 
had  their  regular  "get-together"  dinner  at  the  Salamagundi 
Club.  The  table  was  presided  over  by  F.  F.  Rogers,  Delta 
Tau  Delta,  who  has  performed  this  honor  for  many  years. 

The  topic  most  earnestly  discussed  was  that  dealing  with 
the  Alumni's  interest  in  the  Fraternity  publications.  Con- 
siderable debate  was  aroused  by  the  mention  of  two  plans 
now  in  operation.  One  is  Delta  Tau  Delta's  arbitrary  as- 
sessment of  every  alumnus.  This  one  gives  the  alumnus  a 
voting  power  in  his  Chapter,  and  keeps  him  supplied  with 
the   Quarterly. 

The  other  is  that  adopted  by  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon,  whose 
Alumni  are  all  members  of  the  Alumni  Chapter,  and  their 
Chapter's  representation  in  the  National  organization  is  for- 
feited if  the  Alumni  become  delinquent  in  their  dues.  The 
representative  therefor  makes  it  a  point  to  see  that  the  col- 
lection is  made,  in  order  that  he  may  retain  his  seat  in  the 
Council.

When  the  average  person  grows  heated  on  the  subject  of 
"freedom,"  you  may  set  it  down  to  one  of  two  things.  Either 
he  is  pondering  some  deed  which  the  law  forbids,  or  de- 
bating some  act  which  his  con- 
FKEEDOM  AND  science     condemns.      So,     dangling     be- 

THE   SOKE-HEADS     tween   hypocrisy  and   crime,   he   sets   up 

a    wail    about    "freedom." 

It  is  much  like  the  "bokie,"  who,  driven  from  his  post  at 
the  race-track,  declares  that  the  laws  are  unjust.  Unjust 
indeed!  And  yet  we  have  heard  something  of  like  note  from 
the  young  lady  whose  conduct  had  earned  her  reproach.  In 
this  case  no  censure  was  dealt  the  laws,  either  civil  or  moral. 
Nevertheless,  a  wrong  was  imagined,  and  blame  was  laid 
on   the   town.      It  was   "hopelessly  narrow-minded!" 

Thus  it  is  not  so  much  a  matter  of  what  constitutes  "free- 
dom" as  to  how  one  may  make  the  term  suit  his  ends.  The 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  as  witness,  provides  for 
certain  freedom,  but  it  is  not  the  kind  that  will  operate 
against  the  Constitution.  Yet  every  day,  in  the  cellars  and 
garrets  of  our  larger  cities,  there  are  groups  of  wild-eyed 
expatriates,  who,  in  the  dialects  of  Northern  Europe,  complain 
of  their  bridled  "rights."  "Rights"  to  do  what?  Surely 
they  uttered  the  very  same  words  in  the  lands  from  which 
they  were   driven.      Then  why   repeat   them   here? 

Is  it  because  they  have  reached  a  sudden  conviction  re- 
garding themselves,  and  that  they  would  escape  from  the 
bonds  of  their  own  gross  natures?  Hardly.  They  are  simply 
fretting  to  do  more  mischief,  planning  to  ruin  a  land  whose 
emblem  was  not  built  of  gold,  and  then  left  open  to  pirate 
lust. 

So  that  is  the  answer  which,  in  turn,  begets  a  question, 
and  the  one  before  asks  how  we  shall  deal  with  these  forces 
of  evil.  Replying,  we  would  have  you  bear  in  mind  that 
what  we  once  said  of  the  college  man's  part  in  rebuilding 
the  world  is  equally  true  of  the  Fraternity  man's  share  in 
refining  society.  By  instinct  a  gentleman,  he  has  naturally 
been  selected  as  one  worthy  to  fulfill  certain  pledges;  and 
these  make  for  religious  cognizance,  an  obedience  to  the  law, 
and  a  protection  to  the  community.  Against  such  a  man, 
the  vile  clamorers  for  license  have  small  show  of  gain. 
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As    the    subject    of    "rushing"    is    ever    uppermost    in    the 
minds  of   Fraternity   men,   the  Journal   has   concluded   to   ex- 
press itself  after  the  lead  given  by  the  Reveille,  of  Louisiana 
State    College,   and   quoted   in   the    Rainbow   of 
"RUSHIJNG"      Delta  Tau  Delta. 

The  article  in  question  deals  mainly  with 
the  time  for  "rushing"  and  the  fitness  of  the  rushee  as  meas- 
ured by  his  scholastic  standing.  Touching  the  first  clause, 
our  contemporary  holds  that,  to  limit  the  "rushing"  season 
to  a  brief  period  at  the  opening  of  the  session,  would  seem, 
at  first  glance,  to  produce  a  distracting  effect;  but  second 
thought  will  convince  one  that  an  early  disposition  of  the 
subject  would  enable  the  student  to  settle  down  the  more 
readily  to   his  work   in   the   class-room. 

This,  to  our  mind,  is  a  very  sound  argument.  But  when 
it  comes  to  the  matter  of  accepting  one's  scholastic  record 
as  a  prerequisite  to  his  membership  in  a  Greek-letter  Fra- 
ternity, we  feel  constrained  to  take  issue.  Although  one's 
intellectual  attainments  will  be  appreciated  here,  as  else- 
where, yet  to  accept  them  as  a  sole  determining  factor  of  his 
worthiness  to  share  in  the  sacred  pledges  of  a  Greek-letter 
Fraternity,  would  seem  to  put  an  entirely  new  construction 
upon  the  aims  of  such  societies,  and  to  debar  from  their  cir- 
cles the  thousands,  who,  failing  to  achieve  academic  laurels, 
are  none  the  less  likely  to  win  honored  places  in  the  world 
of  affairs. 

So  admitting  one's  class  record  to  be  a  desirable,  though 
not  imperative,  factor  in  his  candidacy,  we  would  yet  insist 
that  the  quality  which  most  commends  itself  to  our  minds  is 
that  of  loyalty.  Not  the  kind  that  shapes  itself  in  noisy 
demonstrations  for  the  time  being,  but  the  loyalty  that, 
strengthening  with  the  years,  becomes  all  but  a  religion  in 
the  end. 

If  there  be  any  way  of  recognizing  such  a  trait,  then  let 
us,  by  all  means,  cultivate  those  who  possess  it;  and  the  time 
to  do  this,  we  feel,  should  be  as  early  as  possible  in  the  col- 
lege session.

We  have  a  wide-awake  Alumni  Association  in  Little  Fock, 
in  which  S.  W.  Rogers,  Arkansas  Alpha,  is  president,  and  C.

These  bonds  are  issued  for  a  term  of  years  at  6  per 
cent,  interest.  With  the  money  derived  from  the  selling  of 
these  bonds  the  indebtedness  of  the  Chapter  house  is  being 
met,  and  a  certain  number  of  bonds  retired  each  year.  This 
can  be  done  very  easily,  as  the  active  Chapter  has  no  expense 
of  furniture  or  rent,  and  what  would  have  been  expended  in 
rent  each  month  is  used  in  retiring  these  bonds.
